The subject-matter of the present application is not novel and inventive in the sense of Art 
33(1 )-(3) PCT. 

The subject-matter of the present application relates to a process wherein a certain 
amount of a lipophilic amine salt of an ethylenically unsaturated water soluble 
polymerisable sulfonic acid monomer is polymerised in water in the presence of a water 
insoluble lipophilic monomer other than the lipophilic amine salt (claims 1 and 20), 
products according to claims 1 5 1 6 and 20 containing the outcoming polymers. 
It is acknowledged that according to the arguments provided in the reply letter the gist of 
the invention lies in the use of a lipophilic amine salt of an ethylenically unsaturated water 
soluble polymerisable sulfonic acid monomer. In particular lower organic amine cations 
such as methyl amine, ethyl amine, etc. (first page, second paragraph of the reply letter) 
are not suitable to provide lipophilic faculties. As outlined in the application the lipophilic 
character is provided when the total carbon atoms in the amine ion have at least 6 (page 5, 
lines 25-26). Using ethyl amine, which is considered a lower organic amine, the total 
number of carbon atoms is at least 6 (3 x 2). Thus, the corresponding amine salt is also 
lipophilic in the sense of present claim 1 , 
Thus, the subject-matter of present claim 1 is anticipated by D1 . 
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
